All  the  cTer^  of  this  dio¬ 
cese,  80  far  as  we  know,  regard  Dr.  Onderdonk  as 
their  Bishop,  most  with  whom  we  l»ve  conversed 
scout  the  idea  of  any  other  view  being  taken ;  and 
yet  if  the  above  intimation  is  true,  the  Bishop  of 
Connecticut  declares  not  in  word  only,  but  in 
deed,  that  the  Diocese  is  virtually  and  according 
to  the  spirit  of  the  canons,  vacant  In  other  words, 
the  Bwliop  of  Connecticut  becomes  the  instigator 
and  abettor  of  schism  by  proclaiming  to  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  New  York  that  the  way  is  open  for  the 
lovers  of  division  and  discord  to  set  aside  their 
lawful  and  canonical  Bishop,  and  set  up  another  in 
opposition  to  hirn.  Should  any  portion  of  our 
Diocese,  no  matter  whether  a  majority  or  minori- 
ty,  respond  to  this  seditious  overture,  aod  madly 
follow  out  the  course  to  w’hich  it  invites,  beyond 
all  doubt  the  Church  would  be  rent  in  twain ; 
we  should  have  two  rival  Bishopil  in  the  same 
see,  hurling  their  reciprocal  fulminations;  and 
the  schism  would  rend  more  or  less  every  Dio¬ 
cese  in  the  Union. 

We  can  never  be  persuaded  to  believe  that  the 
General  Convention  ever  intended  to  authorize  a 
sentence  so  incongruous  with  our  Church  system, 
and  so  pregnant  of  evil.  The  Bishops,  or  rather 
a  majority  of  them,  have  put  themselves  in  a 
false  position,  perhaps  with  the  fancy  (if  they  had 
any  definite  view  of  the  subject)  that  Bishop  On¬ 
derdonk  would  be  w  eak  enough  to  help  them  out 
of  it  by  a  resignation.  But  this  unhappily  he  can¬ 
not  do,  without  ruin  to  himself  and  injury  to  the 
Church,  by  sanctioning  a  present  wrong  and  so 
encouraging  its  future  repetition.  In  any  dio¬ 
cese  less  sound  than  New  York  such  a  wntence 
would  inevitably  lead  to  a  schism  and  disprution 
ofthe  Church.  In  New  York,  whatever  suffering 
it  may  entail,  it  cannot,  thanks  to  the  High 
Church  principles,  produce  this  eflTect.  Let  New 
York  then  submit  to  her  lot  with  cheerfulness

ExTR.iCTS  FROM  THE  CHURCHMAN. — We  COpy 
the  following  extracts  from  the  leading  editorial  of 
the  Churchman  of  last  week.

British  Troops  amo.ng  Missionaries. — Rev. 
Mr.  Alder,  one  of  the  Secretaries  ofthe  Wesleyan 
Society,  aays  : — 

“  In  each  of  the  successive  regiments  of  British 
troopc,  which  have  been  station^  on  the  island  of 
Ceylon,  since  the  arrival  of  the  missionaries,  there 
have  been  some  individuals  who,  to  quote  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  men  themselves,  have  had  reason  on 
their  departure 'from  it  to  say,  *I  was  bom  and 
reared  in  Britain,  a  land  of  light,  where  I  lived  in 
darkness;  and  in  Ceylon,  a  land  of  darkness,  I 
have  been  made  partaker  of  the  light  of  life.’  One 
of  the  most  useful  assistant  missionaries  in  the 
services  of  the  society,  was  brought  to  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  tmth,  by  means  of  one  of  the  pious 
soldiers,  who  had  himself  been  the  fruit  of  mis¬ 
sionary  labor  in  that  island.  In  not  a  few  instances 
these  military  converts  were  removed  to  stations 
on  the  continent  of  India,  and  other  places,  where 
there  were  no  missionaries ;  in  which,  by  their 
conversation  and  conduct,  they  shone  as  lights  in 
the  midst  of  surrounding  darkness.” 


AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  General  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 

United  States.  Passed  April  bth,  1822. 

Whereas,  Isaac  Lawrence,  John  Wells,  and 
Thomas  Ludlow  Ogden,  a  committee  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  in  ^half  of  the  said  Seminary, 
have,  by  their  petition  to  the  Legislature,  repre¬ 
sented  that  a  General  Seminary  for  theological 
education  has  been  established  within  the  State, 
under  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cliurch  in  the  United 
States  of  America ;  and  in  order  to  the  more  con¬ 
venient  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said 
Seminary,  and  to  the  permanency  of  its  establish 
ment  in  this  State,  have  prayed  that  the  said 
Seminwy  may  be  incorporated :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted^  by  the  people  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
that  the  said  Isaac  Lawrence,  John  VVells,  and 
Thomas  Ludlow  Ogden,  and  the  other  persons  who 
now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be  Trustees  of  the  said 
Seminary,  in  pursuance  of  the  Constitution  there 
of^  as  now  established,  or  as  the  same  may  be 
hereafter  altered  or  amended,  shall  be,  and  here¬ 
by  are  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in 
tact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  “  The  General 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  succession,  and  be  capable 
in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and  be¬ 
ing  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all 
manner  of  actions,  causes,  and  complaints,  what¬ 
soever,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change 
the  same  at  their  pleasure ;  and  by  that  name  and 
style  be  capable,  in  law  and  equity,  of  taking  and 
holding,  by  devise  or  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing, 
bolding,  and  enjoying  to  them  and  their  successors, 
any  real  estate,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and 
any  goods,  chattels,  and  personal  estate,  and  of 
selling,  leasing,  mortgaging,  or  otherwise  dispos¬ 
ing  ot  the  said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any 
part  thereof  at  their  will  and  pleasqre ;  Provided 
alicays,  that  the  clear  annual  iucome  of  such  real 
and  personal  estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tene¬ 
ments  that  may  be  occupied  by  the  said  Seminary 
for  its  accommodation  or  that  of  its  officers  or  pro¬ 
fessors,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twelve  thou¬ 
sand  dollars. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Trustees 
of  the  said  Seminary,  already  chosen  and  appoint¬ 
ed,  or  heieafter  to  be  chosen  and  appointed,  in 
pursuance  of  the  Constitution  thereof,  as  now  es¬ 
tablished,  or  aa  the  same  may  hereafter  be  altered 
or  amended,  shall  have  the  care  and  loanagement 
of  the  said  ffeminary,  and  of  its  estates ;  and  aball 
have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  sell,  and  other¬ 
wise  dispose  of  the  said  estates,  and  to  apply  the 
avails  thereof,  and  the  otlier  funds  of  the  said 
Seminary,  for  its  benefit  and  advantage,  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient;  also,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Constitution,  from  time  to 
time,  to  make  by-laws  and  ordinances,  for  the  ap¬ 
pointment  nf  professors  and  other  officers  in  the 
said  Seminary,  for  the  government  of  tlie  said 
Semina^,  for  regulating  the  duties  and  omduct 
ofthe  officers,  professors,  and  students  therein,  and 
for  conducting  its  business  and  concerns :  Provid¬ 
ed  the  same  to  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  laws  of  this  State  or  ef  the  United  States. 

And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  be,  and 
is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  that  the  same 
be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly  and 
favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  therein  in¬ 
tended  ;  and  that  no  misnonier  or  uiisdescription 
of  the  said  corporation,  in  any  will,  deed,  gift, 
grant,  demise,  or  other  instrument  of  contract  or 
conveyance,  shall  vitiate  or  defeat  the  same ;  but 
that  the  same  ahall  take  effect  in  like  manner  as 
if  the  said  corporation  were  rightly  named  :  Pro- 
vided  it  be  sufficiently  dcscriM  to  ascertain  the 
intention  of  the  parties. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Legislature 
may  at  any  time  hereafter  modify  or  repeal  this 
act.

FOREIGN. 

Ireland. — Popery  and  the  Coronation  Oath. — 
The  following  incident  deserves  to  be  recalled  to 
the  nation’s  remembrance,  at  the  present  crisis. 
It  is  the  answer  of  George  III.  to  Ijord  Grenville, 
when  applied  to  on  the  Roman  Catholic  Bill, 
March  1807  : — “  My  Lord, — I  am  one  of  those 
that  respect  an  oath.  I  have  firmness  sufficient  to 
yuit  my  throne  and  retire  to  a  cottage,  or  to  place 
my  Mck  upon  a  block  or  a  scqffold,  if  my  people 
require  it ;  but  I  have  not  resolution  enough  to 
break  an  oath,  an  oath  I  took  in  the  most  solemn 
manner  at  my  coronation.” 

Prospective  Fruits  of  the  Maynooth  Endow¬ 
ment. — There  is  one  part  of  the  Maynooth  ques¬ 
tion  which  ought  not  to  be  left  oat  of  view  at 
the  present  season  of  missionary  retrospects.  We 
mean  tbe  fact,  that  the  Government  is  about,  cir¬ 
cuitously,  but  not  the  lees  efficiently,  to  enable, 
at  tbe  public  cost,  the  Jesuits  of  Ireland  to  coun¬ 
teract  and  frustrate  all  our  miasiona 

Maynooth  is  to  be  made  amply  sufficient  for 
the  internal  wants  of  Ireland.  Indeed,  it  seems  to 
us  that  it  will  be  much  more  than  sufficient  The 
priesthood  of  Ireland,  according  to  the  last  Romish 
Kalendar,  poblished  at  Dubim,  numbers  2,271, 
including  parish  priests  and  curates.  Now  the 
“  expectancy  of  life”  of  a  young  man  entering  the 
ministry  at  twenty-two  or  twenty-three,  roost  be 
rather  more  than  thirty-years.  Hence  tbe  sup¬ 
ply  needed,  to  keep  up  this  2,271,  must  be  about 
75  per  annum. 

Now  Maynooth  is  to  have  .500  students  always 
in  training.  If  these  remain  in  college  five  years 
the  supply  will  be  100  per  annum ;  if  four  years, 
the  supply  125.  Thu*  Maynooth  alone  will  pro¬ 
duce  more  priests  than  are  needed  for  the  parishes 
of  Ireland. 

Rut  we  mart  bear  in  mind  that  there  are  iu  Ire¬ 
land  at  least  six  other  Romish  colleges.  These 
are,  the  College  of  Alihallows,  Drurocoi.dra  ;  the 
College  of  8l  Patrick,  Carlow  ;  tbe  College  of  St. 
Kyran,  Ossory ;  the  College  of  St  Jehn,  Water¬ 
ford  ;  the  College  of  8t.  Jarlath,  Tuam  ;  and  the 
College  of  St  May,  Galway.  All  these  are  sup¬ 
plied  with  their  complement  of  professors  (gene¬ 
rally  eight  or  ten,)  and  one  of  these  is  stated  to 
have,^y  students,  another  ninety,  and  so  on.
